LEENA (CONT'D) 
We are not your rag dolls you know, 
or your patients for that matter, 
we are living through this too. 
Don’t you get that? 


DALTON 
I get it Leena. Believe me I get it 
more than you can know. 


LEENA 
Well you sure don’t act like you 
get it. I get it, it sucks. Your 
brother married your wife. It’s 
totally fucked up. You’re fucked 
up. I’m fucked up and mum is fucked 
up. We’ve been through the whys and 
hows like a million times and the 
answers don’t get any clearer. 


DALTON 
Mum’s fucked up? 


LEENA 
We are all fucked up dad, what 
other possibility is there? 


DALTON 
What about Jack? 


LEENA 


He seems fine. He’s always fine. 
Which is why you need to let us be. 
This vendetta or whatever it is, 
which is totally justified by the 
way, is not helping and you’re not 
achieving a single thing. 


Leena grabs Dalton’s coat affectionately. 


LEENA (CONT'D) 


Look dad, we love you and we do 
want you in our life as our dad but 
it’s getting really really hard to 
stand in your corner. Mum can’t 
take it, we can’t take it. Your a 
psychiatrist, you must know all of 
this stuff already, you do right? 


DALTON 
I...I'’m blind to it Leens. I can't 
see through the tears in my eyes 
some days. 

(MORE) 


DALTON (CONT'D) 
I can’t see you guys through all 
the fog anymore. I have to fight 
this fight or I’m going to lose 
everything. I hope you can 
understand that. 


LEENA 
Dad, why are we out here, what did 
you want to really say? 


DALTON 
I want you to do me a favour like 
no other? 


LEENA 
What? 


DALTON 
I have a plan to make it all right 
again. I have a plan and it’s going 
to work but I need your help.You 
are the key. 


LEENA 
Dad, were you even listening to me? 


DALTON 
I heard you. I heard you tell me 
that you’re miserable and that you 
want to be set free with me and 
Morey and mum forever. That’s what 
I heard. Correct me if I don’t know 
my own daughter. 


Leena nods and listens. 


DALTON (CONT'D) 
Now are you willing to help the one 
person in this world that wouldn’t 
hesitate for a second to drive a 
stake through his own heart to set 
you all free?
